Washington GT1) — The monkey 
situation in India is really tough, 
the House Foreign Affairs com­ 
mittee disclosed yesterday, what 
with each of the critters destroy­ 
ing about a dime s worth of grain 
every day.

Into the monkey situation during 
hearings on the foreign aid bill.

replied. 
"Like, well—yes, they do, sir!" 
In some areas of India, Holmes 
said, villages hired monkey catch­ 
ers to get rid of the pests, hut if 
didn't work out so well. The mon­ 
key catchers wouldn't kill the 
animals. They’d turn them loose 
in some other village. 
The 
reverence 
attached 
to 


monkeys by Indians, Holmes ex­ 
plained, dates way back. It seems 
that the beautiful wife of an In­ 
dian leader 
named 
Rama 
was 
kidnaped and taken to the island 
of Ceylon. 
Rama was 
in quite a stew 
about ll until "the king of the 
monkey tribe" offered to help 
him. W ith a huge army of mon­ 
keys, Rair.a got as far as the 
Palk strait, a strip of water sep­ 
arating Ceylon from the main­ 
land of India. 
"Ram a could not get across," 
Holmes explained, "so the mon­ 
keys formed a bridge across there 
and he rode his horse over and 
they helped him capture his bride. 
For that they have a reverence 
for the monkeys.
